Girl hostage 
. recovering 
after ordeal 


ISTANBUL (Reuter). — Schoolgirl 
Sibel Erkan was reported recovering 
well in hospital yesterday after her 
50 terrifying hours as a hostage of 
two Turkish terrorists in her own 
Rome. As flowers and “get well” 
messages arrived at the military 
hospital for her, a psychiatrist said 
that the 24-year-old Sibel was get- 
ting over the strain and shock of 
her ordeal, but she would have to 
remain under observation for two 
or three days. 

Sibel was reunited with her pa- 
rents after security forces shot thelr 
way into the flat Tuesday morning, 
wounded the two gunmen and freed 
her. One of the men, Huseyin Ce- 
vahir, died in the ambulance rush- 
ing him to hospital, 

Both CayanandCevahir had been 
hunted ag suspects for the kidnap- 
ping and murder of Israeli Consul 
Ephraim Blrom.

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CAIRO. -— President Sadat said 
here yesterday that there were 
no secret provisions in the 15- 
year treaty of friendship and co- 
operation signed with the Soviet 
Union last week. 

Sadat told the 360-member Peo- 
ple’s Council (Parliament) it was 
“we who wanted this treaty because 
i ‘adds to our struggle new 
guarantees hitherto unfired.” 

The President was apparently re- 
ferring to foreign reports that the 
treaty was imposed on Egypt in 
the wake of his wide-ranging purge 
of leftist political elements. 

“The Soviet Union has not ask- 
ed ug for anything,” Sadat sald, 
adding that “we are the masters 
of our own will... there. ig no 
authority in our country except 
ours and no other will but ours.” 

The treaty, signed ἃ four- 
day vislt by Soviet President Ni- 
kolal Podgorny, provides for So- 
viet of Egyptian personnel 
in the use of modern Soviet equip- 
ment and the strengthening of Egyp- 
tian defence capability. It ensures 
Egypt continued Soviet economic 
and military help for at least 15 
years. 

Sadat wag reviewing the country’s 
political and military situation dur- 
Ing a two-and-half-hour meeting with 
the CouncH in ita capacity ag the 
central committee of the Arab So- 
elalist Union, Egypt's 8016 political 
organisation. The Council afterwards 
issued extracts of the President's 
speech. 

Sedat said it was the clause of 
Military ald in the treaty which 
made Egypt “resolutely sign it.” 
This was the new element, “That 
is whet we want, and that is what 
two must stick to since we believe 
thet the battle (with Israel) will be 
imposed on us. The last word in the 
struggle will be said on the battle 
front.” 

He added, however, that Egypt 
has not closed the door to a pol- 
tical settlement. “If there is a hope 
in ‘the political solution we will not 
hesitate in working for it, but io 


the end, and whatever the circum- 
stances are, we will fight to liberate

conspiracies.” 

“I want our attitude to be firm, 
decisive, brave and unhesitant,” 
Husaeln said in a letter to e-Tel. 
The text of the letter was broadcast 
over Amman Radio, 

Hussein charged that the - terrorists 
had recently gone to the limit by 
Plotting against his regime. He said 
that the terrorist leadership aimed 
to set up a breakaway Palestinian 
“state, government and entity.” All 
the terrorist Jeadership wanted was 
power, sald Hussein. 

He warned that those betraying 
the Jordanian establishment would 
have no place in the country. 

Premier e-Te], in turn, promised 
to “chop off any hand stretched to 
harm” the country’s national unity. 

The exchange of messages be- 
tween Hussein and e-Tel occurred 
as Jordanian troops cordoned off 
the northern forest areas of Ajicun 
and Jarash which the terrorists 
have been ordered to evacuate. 
‘These areas are the centrea of the 
only sizeable terrorist forces left 
in Jordan following the recent gov- 
ernment crackdowns on terror bases 
in populated areas, 

Hussein's tough stand comes in 
the wake of an anti-Jordanian propa- 
ganda campaign conducted from 
Cairo by the terrorist leadership 
and Egypt's semi-official daily, “Al- 
Ahram.” 


“Al-Ahram" reported yesterday 
that Egypt’s President Sadat post- 
poned receiving credentials on Tues- 
day from a number of new ambas- 
sadors, including the Jordanian en- 
voy, The newspaper said that Sa- 
dat wanted to avoid en exchange 
of friendly statements with Am- 
man's Ambassador, General Al! Ha- 
yari, at a time that the Jordanian 
authorities were car out “1- 
quidation operations” against the 
terrorista, 

General ‘Hayari was appointed 
Antbassador to Cairo over two 
months ago, after Egypt had re- 
jected an earlier nominee, Dr. Ak- 
ram Zaiter, who is now his coun- 
try’s Ambassador in Lebanon.

A Jordanian military spokesman 
said yesterday that a 65-year-old 
farmer was killed by terrorist mor- 
tar fire on the northern Sakeb vil- 
lage. 

The new Amman daily “A-Rai” 
said yesterday that a captured Fatah 
member, Ghaleb Ybrahim Hassan, 
had admitted sabotaging 8 phos- 
phates oven south of Amman with 
two other Fatah members on Satur- 
day, “A-Ral” said that the damage 
was estimated at 60,000 dinars 
(about £70,000). The daily “.A-Rai” 
made its debut yesterday, replacing 
“A-Diffa," which was suspended by 
the Government indefinitely. It is 
Amman's second daily. 


JUMBO LANDS AT LOD

EL AL's Jumbojet dwarfs the large crowd and two giant passenger buses that crowded around the craft 


after it landed at Lod yesterday.

LOD AIRPORT. — ἘΠ Al’s first 
Boeing 747 Jumbojet touched down 
here for the first time at 12.55 
yesterday. 
e massive blue-and-white alu- 
mintum skybird, pilote2 by Captains 
Gad Katz and Reuven Narounski, 
had made two passes over Tel Aviv 
before coming down here. On board 
were Transport Minister Shimon 
Peres, ἘΠ Al Chairman Moshe Car- 
mel, and company General Manager 
Mordechai Ben-Ari. 
Also aboard were a host of El Al 
technical personnel and hostesses 
who had been attending special 
courses in Jumbojet operation in 
Seattle, where yesterday's delivery 
flight originated. The plane flew 
from Seattle to London in eight 
hours 40 minutes, and from London 
to Lod in four hours 20 minutes. 
Tt was exactly 12.50 p.m. when 
the giant plane slowly flew past the 
control tower, appearing barely to 
clear the roof. Then it soared again 
into the blue and was back to make 
its graceful landing five minutes 
later. Once on the ground, it took 
five more minutes for the pilota to 
manoeuvre the giant into its berth 
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The plane was still moving along 
ihe tarmac when two limousines 
darted out from a side lane and 
Preceded the plane to its halting 
Place. From them emerged Min- 
ister of Defence Moshe Dayan, De- 
puty Minister of Communications 
Gad Yaacobi, the O-C Air Force, 
Aluf Mordechal Hod. After greet- 
ing the arrivals, they went up the 
Plane to examine the interior, 


Mr. Peres and Mr. Carmel] told 
reporters the London-Lod flight was 
“as pleasant and as quiet as a 
cruise.”

Asked whether ἘΠῚ Al's investment 
in the Boeing 747s might affect the 
Posaibillties of purchasing super- 
sonic planes, Mr. Ben-Ari replied 
that with the cancellation of the 
American supersonic development 
programme there was today no 
craft of that type which would be 
cf practical use to Al, 

Captain Katz, asked to describe 
his maiden Jumbo flight, replied: 
‘Flying the Jumbojet is 2 pleasure 
— just lke flying a Piper Cub.” He 
said he was impressed most by the 
craft's excellent automatic naviga- 
tion system, which operated by 
means of gyroscopes, and gave the 
navigator a digital representation of 
the geographical co-ordinates to 
locate the plane.

MOSCOW (Reuter). — Metropoli- 
tan Pimen of Krutitaky and Kolom- 
na, 61, was yesterday elected 
Patriarch of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, a church official .said. 

He has been acting head of the 


church since April of last | year, 
when Patriarch Ailexli died at the 
age of 92. 


The church, which celebrates its 
millenium in 1980, és estimated to 
have 30 million adherents emong 
the Soviet Union's 241 million 
people. Ἵ 

Pimen, whose official title will 
now be Patriarch of Moscow and 
all the Russias, is to be enthroned 
today in Moscow’s Yelokhovsky 
Cathedral before one of the most 
colourful gatherings of religtous 
leaders here since the 1917 Com- 
munist Revolution brought state 
atheism ‘as the official doctrine of 
the Soviet Union. 

Among those expected to witness 
the ceremony are Cyprus President 
and Greek Orthodox Archbishop

HONG KONG (Reuter). — Ruma- 
nia’s President, Nicolae Ceausescu 
— one of the few leaders on good 
terms with both chairman Mao and 
President Nixon — made a plea in 
Peking for international detente, and 
called for unity within the commu- 
nist camp. 

The 63-year-old leader, feted by 
crowds on his arrival in Peking on 
Tuesday, was speaking at ἃ ban- 
quet given by Premier Chou En-lai 
in the evening.

GENEVA (Reuter). — The Inter- 
national Labour Organization (1.L.0.) 
yesterday for the first time in its 
history elected an employer’s dele- 
gate, Frenchman Plerre Waline, as 
President of its conference here. 

The election led to a protest by 
the Soviet Government's delegate on 
behalf of 811 Communist delegations 
against the choice of an employer, 
but neither he nor other delegates 
proposed an alternative candidate. 

The 121-nation 1.1.0. is unique 
among the United Nations’ specia- 
lized agencles in having employer 
and worker delegates sitting along- 
side government delegates at its 
conferences. Apart from its 50th an- 
niversary conference in 1969, when 
Swiss workers’ delegate, Mr. Jean 
Moerl, presided, the conference pre- 
sident ‘has always heen a govern- 
ment delegate. 

Opening the three-week confe- 
rence yesterday, Mr, Simeon Olu- 
jimi Kokou, Nigerian chairman of 
the [1.0. governing body, spoke 
of the organization's “grave finan- 
cial difficulties,” which he said 
would influence the conference de- 
bate on the LL.O.’s activities and 
budget for 1972 and 1973. 

The 48-member governing body 
last week authorized LL.O. Director- 
General Wilfred Jenks to borrow 
money for the first time in the 


organization's history.

Niebuhr, Pastor 
and politician ,

Reinhold Niebubr - 
STOCKBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI). 
Reinhold Niebuhr, 2 leading | 
‘testant theologian of the 20th cen. 
tury and a political instructor to 
many of the leaders of his day, died 
Tuesday night after a long ‘iliness. 
Be was 73. i 

‘As well known for his political 
writings as for bis religious work; 
Niebuhr was a friend and teacher 
to former presidential advisers Ar- 
thur Schlesinger Jr. and McGeorge 
Bundy; political scientist Hang J. 
Morgenthau; former Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and “New 
York Times” correspondent James 
Reston. 

‘He held only one pastorate, with 
Bethel Bvangelical Church in De- 
trait, from 1915 to 1928, There he 
rejected much of the “mild moralistic 
idealism” found in American Chris- 
tianity and became a supporter of 
biblical faith for dealing with deeper 
human problems. 

His dramstic-histarical™ view of 
the Bible said the Book provided 
moral lessons through its stories. 
Often, he said, the archaic wording, 
tortuous situations and difficult sym- 
boligm must be used to relate Chris- 
tlan faith to the contemporary world. 

He became a professor at Union 
Theological Seminery in New York 
and served there until recently. He 
maintained an extensive schedule of 
sermons and lectures while dabbling 
in politics, At first a memher of 
the Socialist Party, he was a found- 
er of New York's Liberal Party and 
‘was an officer of Americans for De- 
mocratic Action.

‘CRISIS THAT NEVER CAME 


‘The Communists have another 
ood reason for repudiating guerrilla 
tacties azalnst the government. Their 
Priority is to unite the Left under 
thelr own leadership in readiness for 
the general election of 1973. To 
achieve this aim, both the Communist 
Party and the CGT must cultivate 
& reassuring image. They cannot 
afford to play their traditional role 
as the bogey-men of French politics. 
For the CGT it is therefore essential 
to conserve the leadership of the 
trades union movement and to avoid 
being stampeded by their rivals on 
the extreme left, the CFT. 

The OGT know that the CFT 
stands to win all the credit from ἃ 
Strike wave. So it is in the CGTs 
interests to prevent any new out- 
breaks like the Renault stoppages. 
And, since the CGT still manipulates 
most of the strings of power within 
the French labour sector, a nation- 
wide strike movement can be 
discounted. 

Meanwhile the ordinary Frenchman 
has not forgotten the troubled 
summer which preceded de Gaulle’s 
fall. In fact he has been vaccinated 
against May 1971 by May 1968. 
Whenever a strike starts, a railway 
train halts or ἃ group of young 
Leftists or schoolboys taunt a 
Policeman in the Latin Quarter, the 
whole of France trembles. But the 
French have learned the lessons of this 
three-year-old trauma. The age of 
political and industrial passivity is 
over. Nobody wants to obey without 
understanding as in the old days. 


This fs not a mood of anarchy 
or of chaHenge. It is simply an 
awareness of the jndividual's rights 
to play a democratic role in society 
and to say “Non” to the govern- 
ment, the political parttes and the 
trade unions, even to those to which 
he happens to belong. France has 
probably never been more difficult 
to govern. But it is certainly not 
in an explosive mood.

CREATIVE LEARNING 


To the Editor of The Jernusslem Post 
Sir, — Sincerest and best wishes 
to Prof. Menahem Alexenberg and 
Prof, Azriel Evyatar in their plans 
for estsblishing an elemettary 
school devoted to learning rather 
than teaching, to creativity rather 
than rote-learning (May 27). 

Although compulsory education 
may be a manifestation of demo- 
cracy, I think tha; nothing Is 
more heart-breaking than to bave 
one’s children, who begin school 
with bright eyes and alert minds, 
stupitied by dull rote-learning; ate- 
reotyped in their outlook by idea- 
tical curricula; dulled in their na- 
tural curiosity by books which 
would lead them to think that 
everything is known; motivated by 
marks which may be dependent on 
whims, luck, and behaviour — and 
which have litte or no bearing on 
creative talent. 

The purpose of education should 
certainly be to bring out the la- 
tent talent and creative ability that 
exist in practically every child, in 
order to make him feel useful — 
to himself and to society — and 
thus provide him with an inner 
happiness that only the lucky few 
experience. 

But what is to become of such 
chiidren when they want to con- 
tinue at secondary school and tta- 
versity? They will not have the ail- 
important certificate of a formal 
education. They will sot be able 
to show that they have learnt cer- 
tain select passages by heart; that 
they know the mid-summer tempe- 
rature in Katmandu; that they 
know how to trisect a circle. 

Tf changes are made in the 
structure and mode of elementary 
schooling, they will have to be 
carried right through to higher in- 
stitutions. The professors’ plans 
have to be on a large seale, In 
this way, the great creative talent 
that will, uo doubt, be discovered 
through their projected educational 
system will be borne to fruition 
rather than frustration.

Bid to legalize homosexuality fails

The Knesset yesterday νοὶ 
by 88 votes to 15, a private mem- 
ber’s bill by Mr. Uri Avner! (Ha’- 
olam Hazeh) which would have 
made homosexual relations between 
consenting adults, in privacy, no 
longer ἃ crime. 

(The act, at present, carries 2 
™maximum penalty of 10 years’ im- 
prisonment. However, there have 
been no prosecutions for years, un- 
der a deliberate “turn-a-blind eye 
policy” on the part of the police 
and the State Prosecution.) 

The three religious parties were 
solidly the bill, and orga- 
nized a full turnout to help defeat 
it. The other parties allowed a free 
vote, and all split down the middle, 
when it came te a show of hands. 

The Government did not support 
or oppose the bill. Hence no Cabinet 
Minister took the rostrum. Instead, 
Alignment MK. Mordechai Surkiss 
went up to oppose the bill, speaking 
88 a private member. 

On Tuesday, Rabbi Ealman Ka- 
hana (Poale Aguda) had put his 
name down to speak against | the 
bill, and was granted the privilege 
on the basis of “first come first 
served” which governs such free- 
vote debates. However, National Re- 
ligious Party members approached 
Rabbi Kahana and persuaded him 
that, # a non-corthodox speaker op- 
posed the bill, it would be far more 
effective. Mr. Surkiss (whose job 
as chairman of the Interlor Com- 
mittee covers crime and the Police) 
‘was very anxious to defeat Mr. Av- 
neri's move. 

Justice Minister Y.S. Shapiro, who 
has gone on record in the Knesset 
as favouring the repeal of the law, 
arrived too late to vote. He told 
The Jerusalem Post in the lobby 
that he would definitely have back- 
ed Mr. Avneri, had he got to the 
House on time. "I am convinced 
the day come when the Knes- 
set will repeal this. law," the Min- 
ister told The Post. “We ought not 
to keep laws on the statute book 
when they are never applied, and 
cannot be applied, because of the in- 
timate nature of the act involved."

US. Senator

— Senator Richard 
Schulz Schweiker said yesterday 
that U.S. policy-makers ought to 
leave πὸ doubt in the Kremlin's 
mind as to the firmness of U.S.

Senator Schweiker favours a lend- 
lease arrangement with Israel, as 
well as outright grants “since Israel 
is the last bulwark of freedom as 
we know it in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean. Tt is in America’s own 
selfish national interest to keep 
Israel strong, Otherwise the soft 
under-belly of Europe would be 
threatened, Here is a country will- 
ing to bear a burden, unlike other 
countries which the U.S. is now 
aiding. This is a good investment 
for America.”
